2. Claims 1-59 are currently pending in this application. 

3. Claims 8-59 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CAR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 12.

a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, which makes 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated proper.
